A Plea for the I^ands That Were Spain's*- 


Circular Issued to the Clergymen 


of His Diocese. 


ALBANY, N . Y . , 
NOV. 
1 5 . — R i g h t 
Rev. William Crosswell Doane, in 
his annual address to the priests of 
his diocese today, 
made important 
reference to the Spanish war, 
the 
alleged abuse and the 
Episcopal 
church's idea of acquisition of 
ter- 
ritory. 
He said in part : 


' 'Hateful and hideous in its essen- 
tial nature, and bringing inevitable 
horrors in its train, of disease and 
death, of broken hearts and 
deso- 
late homes, 
and of evil 
passion 
roused (not hatred so much as lust 
of spoil and pride and boastfulness 
and the accustomed cruelty) there 
is that, nevertheless, in any 
right- 
eous war which developes the loftiest 
virtues of our race, patriotism, self- 
sacrifice, patience, clemency, chiv- 
alry, heroism and the loving net of 
our own lives. 


• 'In the midst of the mass of ma- 
terialism and the covetousness 
of 
earthly possessions, 
out from the 
smoke and dust of battle, comes the 
element of idealism, of other and 
higher thoughts than the mere tak- 
ing of ease in the possession of this 
world's goods, or the uneasiness of 
envy or hunger for their acquiring. 


' 'Settling aside the lower motives, 
which, like alloys in purest ore, 
must enter into every national or 
individual action, the torch 
which 
lighted up this flame of 
fight 
was 
kindled by the divine sparic of pity 
for the suffering and the oppressed. 


THE HAND OF GOD, 


"And step by step, in the un- 
counted for destruction of our bat- 
tleship, in the unparalleled victory 
of Manila, in the blind blunder of 
Cervera, in the matchless seige of 
Santiago, God has wrought out his 
will and revealed his way. 
Less it 
seems to me in the humiliation than 
in the honor of the war has He 
spoken to chasten any spirit of vain- 
glory by the dark shadow of suffer- 
ings in camp and hospital, which an 
administration 
of military affairs 
accustomed to such duties and ex- 
pecting the emergency would have 
avoided. 


Just or unjust, wise or unwise, 
necessary or avoidable, the decision 
has been taken out of human hands 
as to whether there should or should 
not be war with Spain, the capture 
of Manila, the occupation of Porto 
Rico, the responsibility for Cuba. 
I shall be sorry if it begets in us 
land hunger, which has been called 
the disease of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
I look with grave anxiety upon the 
tremendous 
problems 
which de- 
mand the utmost 
wisdom of 
a 
statesmanship 
for whose creation 
we have need to pray. 
But the du- 
ties are upon us and the dangers are 
before us and we must meet them 
like men and in the fear of God and 
not apply to the conditions of today 
counsels that were wise a hundred 
years ago, nor whine like babies at 
a bitter dose of medicine, or school- 
boys over a lesson that is hard 
to 
learn.

duty, written, it seems to me, for 
him who runs to read. 


"If we would make 
ourselves 
more true and faithful 
citizens, 
if we would do our share towards 
good government by the selection 
of 
the governors, if 
we 
would 
surround those that are in authority 
by the atmosphere of a reformed 
and elevated public opinion, 
if we 
would leaven the mass of our polit- 
ical and social life by the leaven of 
our own higher lives ; if we 
would 
govern ourselves, our homes, our 
cities, purely and well until the influ- 
ence is spread up and out and on to 
the state and to the federal govern- 
ment, we should help on the time 
when God can use us as instruments 
to establish His sovereignty in the 
world."

THE ONLY ATTITUDE. 


' 'The brave and honest, 
and it 
seems to me, the sensible and the 
only attitude, 
is that of waiting 
upon God to learn and get from Him 
the wisdom and the grace to work 
out His will, which has carved out 
with sword and cannon and musket, 
by fleets and armies, a new place for 
this people among the nations of the 
world. 


"The courage and not complain- 
ing, 
prayer and not vain 
regret, 
confidence and not cowardice, ought 
to be the spirit of the Christian citi- 
zen of America today. 
We have 
won, not a victory over a brave but 
feeble foe, but we have won unity 
among ourselves, the knitting to- 
gether of the English speaking race, 
the deliverance of an oppressed peo- 
ple, an open way among the nations 
for a purer faith, a truer liberty, a 
finer 
civilization. 
And we must 
pay the penalty, too, of the grief 
and lossSs of the war and of 
its 
heavy burden of national responsi- 
bihty. 


"Of the duty of this nation to the 
world today we ought to think and 
speak upon our knees. 


"It is God who hath 
wrought 
this out, and who hath changed the 
face of the world, who has 
made 
'the little one' a strong nation, who 
has wiped out, piece by piece, off 
the map of America, the name even 
of the nation 
whose 
illustrious 
songs covered the existence of its 
southern hemisphere, who has built 
up the domination 
of the 
Anglo- 
Saxon over the Latin races, who 
has almost reversed the miracle of 
Babel by the mastery of the 
Eng- 
lish speech in all civilized nations 
of the world. 


CANNOT GO BACKWARDS. 


"These are the conditions which 
confront us. 
We cannot go back- 
wards to the oircumstanoes or the 
duties of » o ^ t a r y ago. 
Ndt oon- 
qowt, Imi the acoet>teaoe of t^ 
sponiiibiUljr in the wo^ld of #hiob 
W6 ate a put, among tbe nattons 
•tod p&ofim ot fbe eartli to whom 


thos islands and]the president; has 
been studying the problem 
with 
great earnestness. 
He has decided 
to save the country from the 
blun- 
ders of hasty action and will delay 
the final decision for a year. 
This 
statement is on the authority of 
one of the president's most intimate 
advisers, who gives the 
following 
outline of his program : 


First—There will be no extra ses- 
sion of congress next spring, bar- 
ring grave emergencies. 


Second—The conquered 
islands 
will be continued under a strong 
military government. 


Third — All 
fiduciary 
positions 
will be administered by army offi- 
cers. 


Fourth—The islands will be kept 
out of politics as much as,possible 
until the American people have had 
an opportunity to study them and 
the national sentiment can 
crystal- 
ize as to the relation they 
should 
hold to the United States. 


Fifth—The islands will probably 
retain their present currency sys- 
tem, but these may be bolstered by 
decrees which will insure stability. 


Sixth—Being in effect military 
colonies, the conquered islands will 
have tariffs of their own, 
which 
will be levied on imports from the 
United States as well as those from 
other countries. 


Seventh—The United States will 
collect duties on imports from the 
islands the same as though they still 
belonged to a foreign sovereignty. 


The president's program is said to 
be based on the ground that the 
American people are not sufficiently 
informed about Porto Rico and the 
Philippines 
to 
decide 
offhand 
whether they should be treated as 
territories or as colonies somewhat 
after the British system. 


Many Americans believe the na- 
tives of the conquered islands are 
not suited to be taken into full mem- 
bership in Uncle Sam's family. The 
president has held that position, at 
least toward the Filipinos, and his 
reluctance to take all the Philippines 
was based on the low civilization of 
their inhabitants. 
If the islands 
are given territorial governments 
like those of Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, it is feared some political emer- 
gency may force them into the 
union as full-fledged states long be- 
fore they are fitted for statehood. 


The president himself is at a loss 
to say what form of 
government 
should be provided for the newly 
acquired islands. 
They are peopled 
by alien races, in various stages of 
civilization and having little in com- 
mon with the American 
people. 
The habits of centuries of 
forma- 
tion are not to be uprooted by a 
mere act of congress, and civiliza- 
tion 
does not necessarily 
follow 
from the use of the ballot box. 
The 
government of the islands presents 
a tremendous problem, 
and 
the 
president wishes to attack its solu- 
tion intelligently. 


He wants time for himself and he 
wants time for the American 
peo- 
ple. 


The president's program is based 
on the theory that the coming ses- 
sion of congress will be too short 
and busy to permit legislation for a 
comprehensive system of 
govern- 
ment for the conquered 
islands. 
The appropriation bill and other im- 
portant measures will absorb most 
of the time of the outgoing congress, 
and the constructive work for the 
new possessions will go over to the 
next congress.

A TOUCHIUG SPEECH. 


Mrs. Stevens made a very touch- 
ing speech of acceptance, urging all 
to join in carrying on the work to 
which Miss Wil?ard, 
the beloved 
leader, 
had given her life. 
The 
Maine delegation presented her with 
a beautiful cluster of roses. 
Mrs. 
fctevens then stated that she wanted 
to nominate Miss Anna A. Gordon, 
who had been Miss Willard's private 
secretary, and is probably the most 
beloved of the union leaders, to be 
vice president-at-large. The by-laws 
were then amended to give 
the 
president the uuthority to 
make 
such nomination and the 
nomina- 
tion was immediately made and the 
election followed by a rising unani- 
mous vote. 
Miss Gordon returned thanks. 
Telegrams announcing these two 
elections were ordered sent to Mrs. 
L. M. N. Stevens' husband, to Miss 
Gordon's mother and to Lady Henry 
Somerset. 
The result of the ballot 
for corresponding secretary 
was 
then announced, Mrs. Susannah M. 
D. Fry, of Minnesota, receiving 204 
votes out of 353, the others being 
very scattering, and Mrs. Fry was 
formally declared elected. 


Mrs. Clara C. Hoffman, of Mis- 
souri, was re-elected recording sec- 
retary on the first ballot, receiving 
292 out of 
351 votes cast. 
Mrs. 
Frances E. Beaucham, of Kentucky, 
was made assistant recording secre- 
tary. 


MBS. CARSE DEFEATED. 


Anna Gordon, private secretary to 
Frances E. Willard for twenty-one 
years, today forever severed 
the 
Woman's Temple, of Chicago, from 
the interests and cause of the 
Na- 
tional W. C. T. U. 


At 8 o'clock last evening, after a 
seven hours session of the conven- 
tion and final declarations by Miss 
Gordon herself, midst, sobs, tears 
and sighs, that the Temple was a 
burden which even Miss 
Willard 
herself had revolted against, the 
delegates voted by 285 to 71 to drop 
all financial support of the great 
structure. 


FURTHER FIGHT FOB THE TEUPLE. 


But this does not mean that the 
Temple is to be abandoned. 


The fight to save the edifice is to 
be proseonted more vigorously than 
ever before, and the prophecy 
is 
freely made that oat of it a new 
and powerful rival of the W. C. T. 
U. is to arise. 


Mrs. Giurse and other friends of 
the temple last night laid the foun- 
dations for an organization to be 
known as tha Yonng People's T§m- 
pie Union of the World,: wbUh 


shall devote its energies to wiping 
out the temple debt. 


Miss Gordon's pathetic 
speech 
was the taming point of the 
fight 
against the Temple in the W. C. T. 
U. convention. Her appearanoe was 
the tramp card of the national offi- 
cers held until the vei7 last mo- 
ment. 
Wavering delegates 
were 
deeply influenced by it. 
The tide of 
sentiment whi(^ had been so strong 
for Mrs. Garse all day among the 
rank and file delegates turned in the 
twinkling of an eye. 
The Temple 
was beaten at that moment and 
nothing could prevent the final out- 
come.

WASHINGTON, 
NOV. 
15.—The 
Washington Post today says that 
the war t ^ will not be abolished at 
the coming short session of con- 
gress and that there will be no re- 
vision of the tariff whatever. 
It 
bases this announcement upon the 
positive statement made by Chair- 
man Dingley of the ways and means 
committee, -i^ho, in an interview, 
says: 


"This government will need for 
some time all the revenue pioduced 
by the war taxes. During the month 
of October the war expenditures ex- 
ceeded 
the 
war 
revenue 
by 
some $14,000,000, and this month 
they will be $10,000,000 in excess. 
This being the case, there will be 
no changes, at least this fiscal year. 
The war revenue act will continue 
in force and unchanged, except per- 
haps in a few minor administrative 
features, for at least a year longer. 


NO REVISION OF THE 
TARIFF. 


"It is hardly necessary to add," 
continued Mr. Dingley, ' 'that there 
will be no revision of the tariff, al- 
though I have seen some statements 
to the effect that such a revision is 
contemplated. 


"The session is limited to three 
months," he said, "and that i^hort 
period will be mainly occupied in 
passing the appropriation bills, in 
enacting laws for the regular army 
and in deciding upon the legislation 
necessary for the government of 
Hawaii. 
In addition to these im- 
portant matters the usual number 
of routine matters will arise. From 
the present outlook the session will 
be well under way btfore the treaty 
of peace with Spain will be laid be- 
fore the senate, and the ratification 
of that document may not; be ac- 
complished long before March -4." 


"Will that necessitate an extra 
session?" 


"It is, of course, impossible," said 
Mr. Dingley, ' to kaow what will 
arise between December 1st and 
March 4 next, but so far as the 
present outlook can form a basis 
for judgment I should say that no 
extra session will be necessary or 
desirable, unless some rew question 
should ari.se. ID the first place, we 
shall net know until the treaty of 
peace has been ratified what new 
possession.^ v/e p.re to havo and 
what legislation is necoisary lor 
them, and even then we will be in 
no position to act intelliffently.

SKAGUAY, Alaska, Nov. 
7, via 
Victoria, B. C., Nov. 15.—Return- 
ing Elondikers arriving in this city 
bring the news that the city of 
Dawson has been visited by a |500,- 
000 fire, in which forty buildings 
were burned, including the new 
postofiOlce building and some of the 
best buildings in the city. 


The fire took place aarly oq the 
morning of October 16. 
It started 
in the Green Tree saloon, as the re- 
sult of a row between two women. 
Belle Mitchell threw a lighted lamp 
at another woman. 
The 
lamp 
broke, the oil spread and in a few 
seconds the building was on fire. 


The fire of a year ago was caused 
by the same woman, who threw a 
lamp at a man with whom she had 
a quarrel. 
A month ago she tried 
to burn her own place in Third ave- 
nue, Dawson, by throwing a lamp 
at a woman, and later she nearly 
caused a conflagration by again los- 
ing her temper and wielding an- 
other lighted lamp. 


ENTIRIFI TOWN IS THREATENED. 


At the time the 
police 
gong 
sounded the fire alarm a light wind 
was blowing down the Yukon and 
the people at once saw that it would 
require quick work to save the town 
from total destruction. 
The post- 
office was the next building south 
of the Green Tree saloon, and the 
work of getting the mail matter out 
was quickly performed. 
Although 
nearly all the mail was saved, it is 
in great confusion. 


All that remains to show where 
formerly forty buildings stood are a 
few blackened logs, and the to ^7n 
was saved from total destruction 
only by hard work by the firemen. 
If it had not been that about 2,000 
men turned out and worked like 
Trojans with wet blankets, buckets 
of water and axas, and aided in the 
working of the fire apparatus, the 
whole town would have gone up in 
smoke. 


KONE OF THE LOSERS INSURED. 


There is no insurance at Dawson 
and the loss falls entirely on the in- 
dividuals. The mounted officers are 
investigating the origin of the fire. 


It is said there is not enough lum- 
ber and window glass in Dawson to 
rebuild the burned district, and the 
people are in distress and will have 
to live in tents for the rest of tho 
winter.

New Haven this day, yet I believe, 
having made a thorough investiga- 
tion, that I was justified in placing 
this quarantine. 


When the school was closed dur- 
ing the street fair in this city, no 
one found fault, but now that the 
schools are closed to avoid an epi- 
demic among the little ones, these 
gentlemen set up a howl. 


During this epidemic there were 
nine cases of diphtheria and one 
death reported to me by one phy- 
sician. Two of these cases I saw 
with the attending physician, and 
know them to be true diphtheria.
